made where any large loans might be regarded as a source of danger. 

This central board would likewise survey the whole field fn Canada and 
recommend means of supplying any legitimate demands for eredit*what were | 
ot being complied with. In this way it could be of great help to the farm- | 
ets of the West, just as in the United States prov ision Was made for lending : 
some hundreds of millions to farmers.

Edmonton,—-Hotels * throughout. the 
province of Alberta will not be per- 
mitted to” sell beer after 7 o’clock on 
Saturday nights, according to an 
amendment to the liquor control bill, 
which was moved by W. M. Davidson, 
Independent, Calgary, and which was 
passed in committee of the whole by 
a substanttal majority. .On the other 
nights of the week, from Monday to 
Friday, inclusive, the licensed prém- 
ises will be permitted to rémain open 
‘until ‘ten o'clock. As the bill pro- 
vides that the licensed premises éan 
be. opened at 7 in the morning, they 
will be allowed to do business for 15 
hours for five days, and for 12 hours 
Saturday.
